Supreme Sofvlet's Session In P.lsa. 



On Boveaber 23th and 26th there took place in Riga the Fifth Con- 
vokation of the fourth Session of the Latvian SSR Supreme Soviet. 

The most important item of the agenda was " '.‘eaexires to be taken 
in order to further construction of houses, outhouses and bixildinga 
for cultural needs in kolkhozes and sovkhozes of our Republic". Other 
questions wore not so important since the council had to ratify the 
decrees and other decisions taken by the presidlvua. The mein speaker 
on the construction natters was V.Strogan ov . Deputy Chairman of the 
Council of Ministers of Latvian SSB. /Gina No. 281 of 1960/. Also this 
rapporteur was aui'Bifek forced to admit that ruin has overtaken the ag- 
riculture whero the old buildings, long ago in need of ropoir, still 
have to he used , end no new buildings have been erected to replace 
the obsolete ones. It was evident from the report that there is a 
lack of construction materials, no proper organizing axid even leek of 
funds whet concerns construction in Latvia's rural districts. 

At the conclusion of the session was adopted a long-size resoluti- 
on concerning planning of rural construction. /8eei PadoaLlu letvidas 
Jenna tne Bo. 256 of 1960/. The most interesting etatements contained 
in this resolution are the following ; l.All individual farcdiouses 
should be vacated within the next ton years and all Latvian farmers 
will then have to live in villaged according to the Russian patterni 
2. The plans for the liquidation of individual farms should be prepa- 
red d-uring 1961 but the plans for the construction of villages - dur- 
ing the years 1961 and 1962. 3. 23% of farm-workers' Income should 

be deposited in the Indivielble funds of the kolkhozes for financing 
of construction. 4. Besides it, the kolkhoznike have to find every 
possible means for the indivldxial construction. In addition to this 
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the resolution contains a decision iridicatlng which state enterpri- 
ses and institutions will have to help to carry out the coaplote co- 
lie ctiviistion of Latvian country-side in the field of construction. 
This declnlon is nothing else but a clear indication that thousands 
of years of the private farming system so characteristic for the Indi- 
vidualistic Latvian farmers will ba destroyed and Russian spirit ori- 
ginating from the village system now is predestinea to be the domlnae- 
ring one also in Iiatvia, But ten years honcc is a lony timal

tCbus from the total of the agricultural output only 21,000 tons of 
meat, 608,000 to.of milk and 2J8 mill, of egga are left for the po- 
pulation of the Latvian SSH. The rest is sent away to satisfy the 
needs of the Soviet Onion proper. This is the most striking example 
of the colonial eaq?loltation andtherefore one should not wonder that 
the private sector is selling to the state only about one third of 
Its produce but the rest is sold on the local markets or coneumad by 
the producers themselves. Also this may be qualified as a kind of a 
resistance aigalxnat the communist regime displayed by the once free 
farmers of Latvia, and adversaries of the collectivization ayetem, as 
well. 

Capital Construction . 

Capital investments made by the state hare increased in compari- 
son with 19^1 In the chemical industry 2.9 timesi machine -construc- 
tion -1*5 timesi timber, paper and wood-working industries - by 369S| 
/while the cellulose and paper industry has increased the oapital in- 
vestment by 2.1 time/. Again, there la nothing else but the result 
of a colonial exploitation because the paper industry is using only 
Latvian raw materials. In I960 a new hl{^- tension electric line was 
built between Harva and Blga / The Baltic 7BES/ and the construction 
pf a power-plant at Plavl 9 ^s started. 
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It is also ovldexxt from the survey that "there are serious dtfi- 
cienciee in the organizing of the construction and assenbling works 
and this is the reason why the construction of some very important 
projects meant for industry, culture and communal eKonomy has boen 
delayed. Bad quality's work is being tolerated in the construction 
of apartment houses as well as in repairing of the apartments belong- 
ing to the Soviet apartment fund". Thus also in the fidLd of cohstz^uc- 
tlon the matters are bad, but the most important thing is that there 
is in Soviet Latvia a chronical shortage of living space. 

Wumbere of workers and office workers. -Ingrease of., population's 
welfare, and cultural needs . 

The population of Latvian SSH has increased by 45,000 persons 
during I960 and now / as per Jan. 1st, 1961/ is over 2,155,000 pers. 
The natural Increase is being estimated to be 11,000 persons a year 
and this means that during the last year 5.^, 000 Russians have boen 
infiltrated. Furthermore, a statement has been made that the numbers 
of workers and white collar workers employed in Latvian state efonomj 
during I960 have increased bj 79^ in comparison with the year 1959, 
and now have reached 720,000 persons. All those employed have to 
work now only 7 imrntmsdx nf or 6 hours daily, and the working week 
is only 5 days. All workers and office employees htS8 received at 
least 2 weeks of paid vacations. Income tax for workers and white 
collar workers has been abolished on Oct. 1st, I960, but ve know too 
well tliat there are many ways of indirect taxation in the Soviet 
Union* This reform applies only to wages and salaries. 

The total of savings has exceeded 100 million rubles and the 
number of lnvesto:rs has reached half a million* Tbs population Is 
buying now / a funny statement/ more of food and other wares. 
However, the demand for eome items from the category of consumers 
goods has not yet been satisfied in Latvia. The assortai^ 
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quality o£ aoae goods not always fit the cuetoner's taste or deoando,

the welfare of Latvian population. 

293>,000 students and pupils are attending Latvian schools durixig 
the current aeadealc year. 11,000 graduated fr<Mn Latvian hlghschools 
In I960. The nuaber of educational Institutional 183 schools for ge- 
neoal secondary polytechnical education and 26 boarding schools. 
46,000 students are attending the higher and secondary special school 
among then 22,000 studying in schools for higher education. 48,000 
persons are etdying in evening schools. 8,000 specialists have gra- 
duated fron higher and secondary special schools In Latvia during 3980 
Towards the end of I960 there were registered in Latvia approxima- 



tely 1000 movie-houses, more then 100 clubs and api roxlmately 2000 
public libraries with appiroxinately 13 million books. 545,000 radio 
receiver seta and 83,000 TV sets were used by the population in I960. 

The number of physicians was 5000 towards the end of I960. Appro- 
ximately 50,000 children were enjoying vacations in ploneer-cempB, 
children sanatoriums , tourist bases or participating IneKcursions 
during the last summea By the way, it must be noted that approximate- 
ly only one sixth from the Latvian children could enjoy the above 
pplvlleges, and this Is not much. Indeed. 

645,000 sq.fflt.of living space were built in Latvia during the 
year I960. In these numbers Is Included the area built by state 
means, which is 510,000 sq.mt. Besides it the kolkhozniks and the 
rural in telllgentsia / in other words- meohers of the Party/ have 
built 1700 houses dtirlng the same period. 



B. AGRXCPLTDBS, 

Latvian Agriculture under the yoke of colonialism. 

At the plenum of the All-Union Communist Party’s Central Comm. 
Janury 12th which mostly had been dealing with agricultural oueationg 
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a speech was also delivered by A.PelS e the First Secjretary of the 
Central Comalttae of the Latvian Communist Party, This speech gives 
us a good picture of the coMitiona prevailing in Soviet Latvian ag- 
riculttxre and its complete dependency on hoscow. Hex« we have some 
of the quotations t /See: Govetskaya Latvlya No, 12, 1961/ 

13 % of the meat stocked by the entire republic /Latvia/ in 1958, 
were given to the All-Union stock i txaac 17% in 1959 and 19% In I960. 
How, during the year 1961, this contribution will increase and reach 
24%. Prom the milk i:-oduced in the republic 39% were given to the 
centralized All-Uniom stock in 1958, and 44.4% will be given in 195F. 

N o wonder that there is a permanent shortage of meat and milk in 
Latvia and the population thiis is not permitted to satisfy their 
own needs. 

\9hile speaking on the agriculture the rapporteiir saidi”Next to 

good sovkhozes and kolkhozes we have also lagging forms. During the 

last year 306 sovkhozes and kolkhozes / i.e. one quarter.Rapp./ had 

not been able to fulfil their norms or have lost 50,000 tons of milk 

... In order to have a better yield of milk, one should take care 

depending 

that it would not be diqabdciag from the season. During the five 
months when cattle is grasing we must produce 61% of milk but the 
rest of 39% should be produced during the remaining seven months 
when the cows stay in byres." 

We have not yet used all our reserves in order to increase the 

production of meat and wo have not yet fulfilled our pledges to sell 

certain quantities of meat to our state..." . " At the beginning of 

this year we promised to fatten one million pigs but got 300,000 

not 

less. During the last year we cotild/falten 50,000 steers and there- 
fore we left this task over to the year 1961.,.", " The Latvian 
brown cows are very well known all over our country / the entire 
Soviet Union/ and the demand for them is increasing every year. 
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More thou 15f000 cows were exported from the republic during the last 
year. ?7e could quite efficiently increase the export of this cattle 
brand but, first of all, we have to solve the problem by achieving 
that the sieat>eupply plan for the centralized All«>(juiQ(n stock ou^t 
to be determined for our republic /Latvia/ while taking into conside- 
ration the number of cattle to be exported’*. In other words, nothing 
else but a total dependence on koscow and its economic policy that is 
a complete colonial exploitation of Latvia. "...It is notoriously 
known that in accordance with the decision taken by the XTtT Congress 
of the All-Px^on Commuoist Party , the kolkhozes and aovkhoaes of our 
republic have to satisfy themselves their needs for food and fodder 
grain, and we have still been pl annin g to do it". Again- everything 
is being determined by Moscow! 

There is a ahortage of agricultural machinea in Soviet Latvia and 
they must be asked from Moscow despite the fact that are several 
plants in Soviet Latvia producing agricultural machines for the needc 
of the Soviet Union. Pelse admits that "... only machines for 
sowlixg of Indian com and 700 combines are now in 126? hxisbandriea 
of our republic. We have for several times asked to allot ua the ne- 
cessary numbers of combines but our requests have been denied . We as> 
ked for h sip also during this year by giving us 800 oombines. We ’ 
have a lot of neglected land / ca^l million ha./ but we vannot use 
it because the work is being strongly delayed by leak of bush-haokin{ 
machines, stump estractors, bulldozers, marsh-ploughs and other ma- 
chines.., It is not possible to do such extensive work by «n«nal 
labor, alone**,'* 

"There is in Riga one small superphosphate factory. We have eeksdl 
Moscow to decide about the construction ef a new superphosphate fac- 
tory in our republic", Oomments ere not necessary, S®®® ^re qiJota- 
tionst " The brganitzatioR of the Latvian Party la doing their 
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poseible to fulfil / underlined by V.H,/ tho directive e of the 
December 1959 Plenum of the Central Coinirlttee of the All-TInion Commu- 
nist Party with regard to mechanization of agriculture « but we dot 
still have the adeqviate numbers of machines to carry it out. Only 
23J!6 of grain and one third of com were reaped by conbinea in 1959* 
Hrveeting of sugar beets and flax is still being done manually. The 
degree of mechanization is exceedingly low in cattle- breeding:. Milk- 
ing of cows la only 8% mechanized, " 

”.. .Financial means allocated for the meeds of construction are 
so restricted that it Is not even possible to build shelters for tho 
cattle-increase”. Tho entire speech by Pelse is full of such admiss- 
ions. The demands made by Moscow are vary extensive and didt£10ultto 
fulfil but the demands of Soviet Latvia are being ignored. In hie 
speech on January ll?th Plenum Khrushchev mentioned that "Latvia, 
Lithuania and Estonia have without any ground decreased their produ- 
ce of grain", and with reference to the 1961 harvest he said that 
it would be necessary to produce / in millions of tons / tho follow- 
ing :

By this Ehrushchev meant that the Latvian SSR did not deliver the 
necessary quantities of grain for the needs of the Soviet Union. He 
said that in 1953 the quantity was 5*6 million tons, whereas in I960 
nothing has been delivered. It means that during the period 1933 to 
1961 the produce of grain in Soviet Latvia has strongly decreased 
leaving Uoscow without anything in I960. However, Khrushchev forgot 
to mention that those to be blaned for it are not Latvian farmers, 
resp. their idleness but the collective system as such which quite 
naturally has caused the peasants' reaietence. 
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Tasks Impoaed on Latvia* a ap;rtoulture . 

The newspaper C Ina of Apj.‘il 8th, 1961 » published the decisions adop- 
ted by the 7 Plenum of the Central Committee of Latvian Communist Par- 
ty concerning teis to be fulfilled by Latvia's asrlculture in order 
to implement tho ddsiona adopted by the January Plenum. The said 
plenum of the Conrr.Cbmn.of Latv. Comm. Party took place in Riga, itorcli 
5C, 3-961, but this timo it took more than ono week's time before tho 
decisions were published. This indicates the degree of cautuion dis- 
played by the occupants f henchmen, i.e. leadership of tho Centr.Conun. o; 
Latv. Comr.» Party, by preparing instructions necesesxy for carrying 
out of bjtx a . tho plane Impcsel bo the oppressed nation's agriculture. 

The decision is a very long one and containing 27 paragraphs. Figures 
and plans contained in the published text could be of a cert.‘?.tn in- 
terest to US. Moscow has decreed / decision adopted by the January, 
.1961, Plenum of the Central Committee of the All— Union Communist Party 
that during the next years Latvia will have to deliver to the Soviet 
Union / i,o, to sell for the price fixed by the State / 8 million 
poods /or 151|CyK) to./ of grain , 160,000 to, of meat and 1,300,000 

tons of milk . This demand by Moscow is too high and there remains the

qxiestlon whether Latvia even/bhe feeven Tear Plan ending in 1965 will 
be able to fulfil thic norm. In I960 Latvia did not fxlA fulfil her 
obligations in any of the branches. So, for instance, the percentage 
for meat being oaly 88/100 from the plan /or 67% for pork/ and that 
for the milk - only 96%. Approximately 20% of husbandries did produce 
lower quan titles of mc^at and milk than during the year 1959 • Gene- 
rally speaking the situation is much worse because many of the dist- 
ricts did supply the Party with wrote figures. Besides it, not a grain 
had been delivsrod to the State, i.e. the Soviet Union, in I960, 
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The task for the year 1961 is to deliver to the i'ovtet Union /Iron 
the Latvian Soviet Republic/ ; 140,000 to. of meatj 940,000 to. of milk 
90 mill, eggs end 65,000 to. of cereals, ae well'aa to increase the 
supply of other agricultural products. Tet, at the sane time, the said 
decision of April 8th stated that ” there are serious deficiencies 
In the work of this Pxrty republican organizations, big mistakes made 
while organizing work, failures of the last year repeated.... thoiigh 
the year 1961 is supposed to be the decisive one in the struggle for 
sharp increasofi of the volume of agricultural produce. Despite this 
the output has nfit increased in many districts during this year and 
the output of moat and milk to be sold to the State has even decreas- 
ed In comparison to the last year / shortage of milk for 95« or 7^ for 
meat, in some districts even 20% to 40% of seat below the norm and 
12% to 27% short of norm fora milk/. Likewise, the numbers of cattle 
have decreased in some districts and perishing of cattle has also 
token place". /lack of fodder. Rapp./ 

Having admitted that the two first years of the i^evar. Year Plan 
had been nothing else but a failure, the Centr.Comr.T. of the Latvian

Council of Kiaiatars which was established in March 1961. Also there 
was eatabliehod an association called " The Latvian Agricultural Tech- 
nique" the task of whichle to supervise the amelioration and land-cul- 
tivation questions, the exploitation of agricuJ.taral technique, repairs 
and supplying of all sevkhoaoe with tedhaical neazis of pi^diiction. Also 
a Supply Ministry has been established in Soviet Latvia that should 
take care of the fulfilment of the tasks imposed by the State with re- 
gard to supply of agricultural products and r«w materials as demanded 
by the State Plan.

By their nature the above-mentioned reorganizations to save the 

agrlcultiire in Latvia have already been delayed too much and there Is 

no doubt the the work of these newly-established directorates will not 

proceed smoothely. But this remains to be seen, IHto years ago', when tlw 

last Seven Year Plan began, the Latv.Comm. Party had been boasting 

that the plan will be surpassed already in 1965 but at this year’s con* 

ference there had been a cautious tslk about the "fulfilment prior to 

the schedule But also this temains to be seen. The newly -established 

tilnletry of Supply is the worst on© what concerns all this reorganiaa- 

tlona. Tlie oppressed people od Latvia have already named it "The Jcinl- 

stry for Hequisitions" because its task is nob to help the kolkhoznifcs 

but to exploit the agriculttire is every respect. This exploitation is 

being done in order to fulfil the norms set by Mosoow. ggy

ClQs of ?.^ay lSth,1961, writes that some of the collective farms are 
trying to intereet their workers by securing then higher wages, Agricul- 
tvml worker is earning 60 to 70 rubles a nonth in the district of Dohe- 
Is, but the so-called mechanizatore earn more by being paid 2,8 to 5,4- 
rub»4s for a working day's norm. If the harvest heprens to be in ex- 
cess of the i Ian the farm-hands are supposed to get 25 ?- more for 
over-production. In the district of Aizpute, in order to p>ereuddes wor- 
kers to BOW more corn- a premiuin of l.^t- Pb. Is promloed for each ton oU 
com-fodder in excess of the plan. The district of VKraalava is more 
modest in this respect since the said paper writin abcut this says: 

" wages for a working day is satisfactory in our dietrict:^ being 0.50 
Rb plus 1.5 kg, of grain, Bedides it, we will use a half of our income 
In the excess of the plan as payments for preEiuES." It is obvioxis ftou 
the above how different Is the remuneration for work in ■various places 
in Goviet Latvia. If we compare the new ruble with the dollar It Is not 
difficult to se how low is the incore otf I^tvlan peasants. Besides it, 
we should not forget that the ruble ' s buying capacity Is nuch lower 
than that of the dollar, and also the ijrimitive conditions under the 
Commxmlet regime should be taken into consideration. 

Spoilage in I/atvlan Industry . 

Comrad-. g.gaile . Direct r of the Latvian SSR State Bconomy Adai^l- 
stratlon, in the magazine Padom.1u Latvi.las Fottuoiste Ko.l of 1961 ad- 
mits that one of the worse case of production of spoilage was observed 
in the YSP / the biggest electro-piflfit in the entire Soviet Union/. 

This factory, he told, is forced to take back every fourth radio set 
sold by it under the trademark "Latvlja". The same could be said about 
every third telephone produced by the 7EF and every fifth automatic 
telephone exchange having defeots that should have been eliminated by 
the producer. = , . 
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The things are by no neana bettor in the textile industry, 'fhe 
knitted ijoode factory AlWJe " had to qualify 2dd itoms out of 

eui output of 2965 to be of inferior quality. 241 had to bo oent back 
for repairing and 640 iteae had bean totally rejected, dafoctlvo ware 
1e also produced by the bycicle factory "Sorkanfi 4vt*ug:ine", the facto- 
ry of auto-electrical doricee* and also the shoo factory ’floaierie" 
and "iJiazBia". Of particularly bad quality ie children footwear. Kxamin- 
ing the I reduction, 6670 pairs of children shoes had to be rejected 
In the shoe factories "FirBeis ISaljs'’, "Rekords" end ”lionierl6" during 
the first eight ooriths of I960. Tlie eaae can be said about the Eadio- 
factory "lopov’', rubber factory "Meteors", and some others^ too. 

The spoilage is caused by the lack of discipline, unregulated work 
and Inadequate control. This is a rather frank latngu&ge. Ali of the 
said factories are the biggest ones of their kind in Latvia and if the- 
re is no adeq^l^te discipline, it would not be difficult to licagina hpv 
the thinge are in the smaller plants. 

Soviet Latvian industry's output . 

fadoa.iu Jaxmatne of April 30?i961, wrote that " Relying on the in- 
dxietrial laiight of the Soviet State and the brotherly assistance rende- 
red by the Soviet nations, the Latvian nation hae created dxtring the 
post-war years a new socialistic industry". This is quite true:- 
while usjing the raw materials produced j.n other republics and using 
the skill and work of Latvians. This is the way how the things are in 
the colonies. Speald,ng about the plans end activities of the Soviet 
Latvian industry the said paper wrote that the principal task of Lat- 
via during the f*even Tear Plan should be to develop the alectrotech- 
nlcal, radiotechnical branches and building of apparatuses and trans- 
portation machines, as well as furthering of the fishing industry .Now 
many items are being made in Soviet Latvia, like comfortable Diesel 
cars, etrett railway-cars, aovale electro-stations, electro-devleeSt 
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hydro-tuibines, tslophone switch-boards, tslsphone installations Xor 
mines, onto control devices, hi’dromsteorological apparatiisos, citric 
acid, end :nanj medical preparations. 

Though the population of 1,-atvie is only about 1 % of that of the So- 
viet Union and her territory represents not more than £2^ 0,5^ Of that 

o 

of the Soviet empire, Latvia occupies an laprtant place among the othoa

It appears from this news that 
the Hussians intend to p^rint in Riga Russian papers for the entire So- 
viet Union. It also means that the Latvian polygraphio industry ,that 
had been highly developed during the era of the Independent Latvia , 
would servo Busaiauis asx a good example. This project coincides with

Construction of the oil-pipe fo Yentsplla interruptod . 

The construction of this pipe had to be finished during this year. 
It meant that approxinately in the middle of 1961 this pipe would have 
connected Tontspils with the oil-pipes in the district of Volga or the 
Ural Mountains, For the time being there is a gap aoveral hundred km, 
wide and there are no indications that tho constructions wouM be fi- 
nished within the next three years. 

The liondon nerespaper The Financtol Times of January 19th said that 
the construction was interrurhed because of lack of tubes. Further, the 
said paper informs that the Soviet papers had dviring tub last months 
often criticized tho incapacity of tho steelworks to produce due auan- 
tlties of material necessary for fulfilment of the pipe -casting acord- 
tng to the plan. H, nge quantities of txibes are being coaeuaed by the 
2500 miles long oll-plpo connecting the Baku oil-fields in Caucasus 
with Polan,d, Eastern Geraanj', Czechoslov akia and. Ktuigary, It seems 
that for the tine being this pipe-line has got a priority^ 

But even if the Ventspils oil-pipe co\ild be finished during the 
next years, a long time will elapse before the construction of the re- 
fineries could be done because the construction has not yet been start- 
ed at all. But today Ventspile has been transfonaed into a r$al Susel- 
ac colonization center with hundreds of oil specialists and their fami- 
lies who have already arrived there. 

The purpose of the Ventspils refinery is conquerring of the Scan- 
dlnavlan market. Thew was a project in Moscow to build some oil refi- 
neries In Blaipdda but it seems that in connection with the dlsoon^- 
ntiation of the Venspils pipe also the Klaipeda project has been dropped 
1% would be n edve tb imagine that solely because of commercial con- 
siderations Moscow is constructing tho long pipes coming from Cauca- 
sus and the Ural liountaino and jrunnlng to the satellites, and Ventspils, 
The most important reason is nothing else butc the^pply of the Soviet^ 
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armiciB trlth fuel. Ventsplls 1e oiusc the flank and, therefore for the 
tlinie being proforeace has been given to the construction of n pipe 
connectins the satellite countries and supplying the armies statlooned 
there. 

Construction of a new theatre In T?iga . 

Accordini: to Literatora xm Jfflkele No. 9 of 19f>li tho first dlecussiozi 
of the blueprints for the new Art Theatre took place quite recently 
in Higu. iie’/eral Soviet lyatvian architects and the m nagament of Dat» 
les TaStrls /Art Theatre/ participated in this examination and lls- 
cusslun. 'Che ci*oject seems to bo attractive because of its ]?urbpean- 
type architecture, and most of thocse present approved it, but, of cour- 
se, there wore some technical objectiono and corrections. Only one of 
the architects, a Aussian named A.Eraaarev . / the author of the project 
Ifl a Latvian architect /woman /Knrta Stepa/ criticized the project 
while saying that it, il.e. the shape of the new theatre ' doos not co- 
rrespond'd to the requirements of the socialistic realism". l?hat such 
requirementc should be, the criticaster did not reveal but hla remarks 
produced sneers and oilence because the Russian coanixialsts thezselvee 
do not know or understand the meaning of the socialistic realiam. 
Broceni cement plant again expanded . 

•The newspaper Clna / No,5^P, 1961/ reports that tho Broefinl Cement 
Plant, the largest of its kind In the entire Soviet Union, la being 
expended again. It has been calculated that the limestone deposits in 
the district of Saldus would be sufficient for 50 to 60 years of pro- 
duction* The extension plans are very for-going, Cement end other pro- 
dEuets wiai be sent to Woecow, Leningrad, Cuba, Burma... "the produce 
of the .... Broceni plant will be traveling far away..." 

Construct.ion of the Salaspils atomic reactor alcost finished . 

Cloa Mo. 124 of 1961 reports that “ ths year 1961 will be very Im- 
portant for the development of physics in our republic. We will 
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receive et our disposal an atonic reactor suitable for rijscarch and 
thu' -ve ’^ill ho able to do a wide research with the help of this big 
and asodern apparattis. Together with our physicists there will also be 
working reprosontativee from our nelghbotir republics - ’Estonia and Li- 
thuania. The conotTmetion of the first Baltic atomic reactor Is near- 
ins its end. The electro sub-station and the artesian well are already 
working. Tn a few days will bo working also other aubaldlary Installa- 
tlono including itfaw boiler house, for the time being work is being done 
in the main building. The assembling of the reactor's Junction -beSLor, 
biological protective zone and hot cameras will be socn finished. Fur- 
ther the said paper asserts that " the population of Ealaapila may be 
assured that no harm will ba6aused to them or the neighbourhood". Be- 
sides it an extenstve nodernlzation has already been carried out in- 
creasing the reactor's capacity from 1000 to 2000 kw. Physicists from 
t;oscow and Georgia had been helping to build thla reactor, and erten- 
sive research had been carried out in the field of physics and chemi- 
stry. Tlie modem mactor will be ready prior to its deadline - the 
opening of the XITI Congress of the All-Union Cow.vmist :'arty. 
Bluenrints for construction of hydroelectric plants on Daugava . 

According to Clan Ko.l35 of 1961, it appears that seven new electro 
plants will be constructed ofl the Daugava Piver ats Vitebsk, Bessenfco- ■ 
vltchl, Druja, Bsugavpils, JSkabpils, Plaviass and Dele. Five of them 
will be located on Latvian territory.

Congrees of Soviet Latvian Teachers . 

The second congress of Latvian teachers took place in Plga, Decem- 
ber 2?th,1960. Wore than 500 delegatee representing teachers and also 
guests froE other Soviet republics participated at this meeting, and 
Mrs. J.Furtceva . the USSR Minister of Education, was the omin speaker • 



'j'he c-vnrjress be.;?3r. '.rith a 'jiaca decoration ceromonlea cf teachersi-' 
57 ochool wcrkerc wore docorated with the Order of iKenin, 110 -with 
the Order "BaeV^e of ”orit"; l’?0 persons were given the ^'Qdal ”l?or He- 
roiom o.f Cocialist I,abor" and 75 persons wore decorated with thj^ "Or- 
der of the ted Bainer". These rewards were given by the Presidlm of 
the Kuprarae Goviet, of the U3CR but the Presidiur'. of the Iiatvian 
Guprerae i'ovlet awerded 19 honorary titles /’’Honoured Teacher"/. Thus 
, tts a natter of fact, awards were given to all teachers participating 
in the above congreae* 

Two long RpP-®choe were delivered also by V.lirUiciQS. the ?.!lnlater 
of 'Sducation of the Latvian GCH, and A.!; It mania . First Gserefcary of 
the Central Connittoe of the I/atvian Komsomol. 

Krttnlni^ * speech was dedicated mostly to some rearrangements in the 
educalionfil progran, as well as criticism of the failure in the 
school work . 

It is a fact that al- seven-year eleaectorj' schools In Soviet Union, 
Including Ir.tvia, ore being converted now into "Inconplete secondary 
schools for general education preparing for a polite chid, cal work" 
thiis tormln.atlng the T^ork of the now existing liighschoola. This ire- 
airangensnt should be aerried out not later than fiopt. 1st, 1962, While 
aponking on the students' progress, school work andthe tahks imposed 
upon teachers, KrOmi^S, among other things, said the following: /See 
Claa of December 2fith,1960/ 

"...Not all of the scholl coleectlves an(^echool directors do work 
onerget>lcally and skilfully enough to enable all children of the achooJ 
ago “to attend schools. There ai*e many deficiencies in several four 
year elementary schools and seven-year schools. Therefore we have un- 
successful pupils and many children do not graduate at all,. Much of 
the preliminary work should be done before the transition to the new 
systems 470 o less rooms, 550 scientific studies and 260 working shops 
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This work*.*, shotild be done by our own forces". The rapporteur gave 
an exajBple by quoting the achlevemnte reached by the kolkhoznike of the 
Erustpils district, who " during the last years while using the local 
resources / the kolkhozes and local organizations/ have built 4 schools 
for 920 pupils, 2 boarding schools and 3 houses for teaoheraq / This 
Is a rather sad statement: in abountry where everything is supi osed 
to be delivered byt the State, the impoverished kolkhozniks are forced 
to take care of construction of the echobl bu ildings.Rapp./* further 
the speaker made the following statement:" The numbers of evening - 
schools has rapidly increased where the working youths are getting 
their education. The day-sohoole are being gradually converted into 
those of productive training. During the year in 180 highschools /out 
of 276, among which 26 are boarding>schoole/ production>training is 
being esetended to more than 11,000 students./ who have work 

then to leam.Rapp./ The evening>echoole' specific weight fs constant- 
ly increasing. More than 23,000 youths are IseLr.-ning in these schools 
this year. •• -Great deficiencies have been observed in the ruarl eveh- 
ing schools.. • During the last years there have been opened in our re- 
public 26 boarding-schools for 3077 pupils. During the Seven Tear Flan 
it has been scheduled to open 63 boarding-schools for 18,000 pupils. 

The system of extended school-days has proved to be an inprtant meas- 
ure uaefuld for education. During this academic year we have approxi- 
mately 230 of auoh groups comprising ca. 8000 pupils.In Riga has been 
opened a school having extended number of school days." 

This part of the report shows us how the Latvian youths have been 
fenced in to be able to get education. "Overtime" class hburs, evsnixig 
schools and, finally, boarding-schools / nurseries of the new commu- 
niet generation/ are a rather characteristic traits for all what the " 
have to endure in their way to l^gher education. 
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Further the speaker gave hie Instructions to the teachers while 
sayluBt" Unfortunately, there are deflclenloes In the educational work 
of some of the schools. The principal factor deterninlng the i.deolo*- 
gloal education is the Ideological and Marxist preparedness... fhere> 
fore, the task of every teacher is to widen the volune of his lihologl- 
cal and political knowledge. Particular attention should he paid to 
the inculcation of the Leninist spirit of friendship aaong the Soviet 
nations, and that of the international socialism. 7he ettulents should 
be explained. .. .the brotherly communlxty af the interests and aims of 
the Soviet nations. The common struggle of the Latvian and Russian na» 
tions and their cultural relations in the past, the unselfish assist- 
anee reiulered by the great Russian nations, as well as other brotherly 
nations to the national economy of the Soviet Latvia - those are the 
theses that should be mastered during the lessons or studies during 
the out of school hours." 

This is one the meanest assertioxis ever made by the occupants .Lat- 
vians have never had any cultural ties with the Riisslsns and what the 
speaker said is nothing else but a pure communist imagination. And at 
the srae tine the eomatmist henchmen are trying to persuade by all 
means that no Russification ie being carried out in Latvia I 

Speaking about the construction of school buildings, V.KzrQal^S was 
forced to admit that " the construction schedule does not satisfy us « 
Many schools are working in two shifts. In accordance with tlie hew 
construction plan 90^ of all schools should have only one working 
shift by 1965 hut in 1968 all schools should have it". 

In his lecture A.ZitmanlB . First Secretary of the Centr. Comm, of 
Latvian Comm. Party, besides the usual summons to contribute towards 
the communist construction work, mentioned soo» characteristic fig- 
ures / Seet Ctaa of Deceahor 29th, I960 / s "Now, approximately 20,000 
teachers are working in oxir republic, /55^ of them ahvlng higher 
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e ducat ion/. Among tham there are 3900 meobere of Komeoniol. It means 
that each fifth teacher ta a member of Koneoraol.. . There are 15»000 
Koneomom-members in the 700 Komsomol organiaatiooB for pupils euid stu- 
dents... More than 93«500 :poung Leninists have been united in the pio- 
neer organisations of our reoubllc... During the last summer more than 

children 

22,000 pupils and over 1200/were taking rest in 39 pioneer camps belong 
ing to tho Trade Unions and 12 camps for work and relaxation. The vaca- 
tion period for the pioneers has now been connected with their partici- 
pation In manual work while building kolkhozes and aovkhooea. . . Yet, 
up to the present day we have not solved the j.roblem of cadres for the 
pioneer camps, where very often are working occasional workers having 
no pedagogical education... For the time being we have in our republic 
250 schools where in special classes Latvian and Russian language is 
being used elmultaneoslY. . . " 

These statements by A.^itmanis are very significant: only one out 
of five teachers is a communist and from 300,000 pupils and students 
only 108,500 belong to the Komsomol or Pioneers. /15,000 members of 
Komsomol and 95*300 Pioneers/, or only one third of the total I And from 
this great number of pupils only 22,000 had been given the opportunity 
to have vaoatione and rest during the last summer. Maybe the lucky 
ones were children of Party members? 

A new school sub.1ect in hoviet Latvian schools . 

A new subject - "Elements of the Political Knowledge'* will be intro- 
duced in Soviet schools next academic year 1961/62, Already during the 
current year thds subject has been tentatively introduced in seven 
Latvian schools, i.e. 3 Biga secoddary schools, 2 schools for working 
youths and the Augstkalne secondary school at Dobele* The new course 
conpirlees " important theoretical questions helping to discover the 
economic and philosophio foundations of the Communist Weltanschauung, 
princlpites of the Mstorlcal materialism and dialectics" and "gives 
omportant knowledge of the socialistic ocpnosy and principles of 
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education of tomorrow's man", Furhtermore, It has been pointe. d' out 
that ” the basic programs of the political knowledge have been tightly 
connected with actual events, policy of the Party and Soviet Oogornaent 
and straggle for the fulfilment of the Seven Tear Plan." 

What Is the actual genre of this subject and method could be obtain*- 
ed frhm the experience and examples gathered at the ftugstkalne school 
that pemitted to use the themes prepared by its students and entitled 
like "Liberation movement of the African nations" or "(Jnsaployment In 
the USA", ae leoturee in the neighbouring kolkhomee and eovkhoees. 

And, of course, the thesis like "The Achievements of the Chinese People 
Republic" should not be forgotten, but it would be In vain to find 
among these themes something pertaining to the construction of communle 
in Latvia or Soviet Union itself. Thus we have to come to the conclusi- 
on that this new school subject is meant for training of Soviet youths 
for a world-wide communist propaganda.

The Greek Orthodox Cathedral closed In Riga . 

The newspaper Latvldd No. 22 of 1961, reported that the Creek Ortho- 
dox Cathedral in Riga was closed for Divine service shortly before 
uyy ist,1961* Grosses were sawed6ff. For the time being there is no 
information indicating for what purposes it will be used. The Lutheran 
Cathedral of St.Msry that was closed some years ago Is now being re- 
btiilt fax as a museum and a concert hell, reconstructing also the or- 
gan that used to be one of the most famous in E\irope. The Orthodox 
Cathedral in Riga was built during the years 1677 and 1884. This c^oh 
dvirlng the csarist regime in Latvia had been often used for russianl- 
zation purposes and for glorifying of Russian imperialism. Now the 
couuattnists have other methods for russification and therefore the 
cathedral had to follow the fate of many Lfhitheran end Roman Catholic 
churches in Latvia.

Cioa and Riga Badio» as well»start®d on March 2^th|1961 the campaign 
against celebration of the Latvian national holiday "LIgo Days In the 
result of this campaign there were no Ligo songs in Soviet Latvia this 
year because the Party and the "Government "do not recognise this most 
popular and ancient of the Latvian national holidays# At least this re- 
fers to radio and the press. This refusing to recogni.ae this holiday 
was begun last year and this was particularly £elt by the Iiatviaii peop- 
le since during the first years after Stalin's death the government 
and the JEiarty had been en -couraging the celebration of this day.Then 
there was a sudsen turn and Latvian communists were considered to be 
poisoned with "nationalism" and quite a number of them lost their jobs 
and Moscow declared that the time has coma to annihilate the national 
"dtetinctions". And then began the attacks against the LIgo Day / on 
St. J<An's Dsy/ which have never been mentioned by the press though 
the jpeople have been celebrating this day secretly risking a punishment 
The communists did introduce some new holidays Instead but none of them 
has ever been able to raplsce the traditional Ligo Dayl 
Advertising of gussiar language in latvia. 

Cloa of May 10th, 1961* dedicated a whole page to praising of Russian 
langtage. The pegvr says that " Latvians are, indeed, happy having been 
on friendly terms with the Russian language and the great Russian na- 
tion since tine Immemorial* Russian langaage is not to them a fox^- 
eign ^ilanguage but this is the language of their friends and defenders, 

- the language of the common fight for freedom... Ve need Russian lan- 
guage more than any bther... Not everyHjody is capable of learning 
languages but let us remember that no efforts or tii^ji should be spared 
to master it." Further the feature says that the Russian language is 

the moat progroasive of the tongues, and a language that should to se- 
riously eatpected to boooms the luggage of the future. " /Underlined 
by Rapp./ 



Deportafeionst 

On April 19th Radio Riga announced that 44J construction special- 
ists have been sssk seen off to Kazakhstan to do construction work 
there. But at the same time there is a shortage of such cpecialists 
in LatTia herself* let, the local needs should be forgotten when the 
occupants I aim la nothing else but the exploitation. 

200 Latvian youthe have again been sent to Northern Kazakhstan from 
Latvia on May 25th, according to Radio Riga and Padondu Jaunatne No. 
101, 1961. aiie first party of youths came from Liep&Ja, Patigavpils and 
Jelgava. 55 communist youths left from Liepfija, 23 -from Jolgava and 
22- from Oaugsvpila. All of them have a certain trade Kxxk and they ere 
17 to 19 years old, in other worlds children. All of them have graduat- 
ed from eome kind of techblcal scool, and it tfnuld be noted that the 
graduation exams have been arranged prior to regular sohedule, aa this 
is the ease with Daxigavpile. It is not a secret that there is a shor- 
tage of hands in Latvia herself, and this particularly apxlies to sped 
allsts but despite this the Russian colonial regime takes into consi- 
deration only its own reguirements. This is again a squandering of 
Latvian llfes for the needs of the Muscovite empire because this time 
it Is obvious that the LatvAda youths ere leaving their homeland for 
good, to stay their entire life in the virgin lands, end only a few of 
them might be lucky enough to escape or to upturn home. 

CLoa No. 131 of 1961 reported that on June 3rd, 1961, "the regular 
group of enthusiasts / the paper did not mention any numbers. Rapp*/ 
left for a permanent work in Kazakhstan. Already prior to this morv 
than 150 of our republic's constructors had left for a permanent work 
with the tsstyevo Construction Administration at the district of Octo- 
ber, Northern Kazkhstan,” 

Magazine Ayaigzae No. 9 of 1961, raported that "also many youths 
of bur republic, the future auSdical specialists, Inspired by comrade 
Khrushchev's call, have i.. . . . — - 
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thee to work In the virgin lands". 'J*he said magai;lnG has a r-icture 
showing four yoving physicians who recently graduated from the Insti- 
tute ol Medlcii^e and 8 nurses. It seems that only 3 among them are Ru- 
ssians. Thtis the deportation of "volunteers-enthuslasta" is being con- 
tinued under the disguise of providing them with work in the remote 
areae of the USHR. 

PuTKes still continuing in Latvia . 

According to Literatora un Kafaala of April 8,1901, it appears that 
V. Saule skaTnn has been kicked out of the Soviet Latvian Assn, of Writer 
but V.Kelnjs has been ousted from all his posts there. Besides it, 
a "strict Party punishment" was meted out to fiiga writers J. Lagan tv- 
Blcis . V.Altyrtsev and M.Aorln . Both of the latter are Russians and one 
should suppose that they were infected by the "Latvian bourgeois na- 
tionalism" to which A.Yosb repeatedly referred In his report. His 
speech was dealing with arts and their share got also "the summits of 
Latvian white emlgrees" who from abroad are sending in to fiatvla " a 
plenty of nationalistic literature, letters, various packages" and irtu) 
also " take care of an increasing anti-Soviet propaganda." 

Five Death Sentences in Bigs . 

The session of the Latvian SSH Supreme Court took place in Riga, 
from ISarch 9th to Aorll 13th, 1961, at which was tried the ease against 
nine members of the Latvian Legion. They were accused of "treason to 
the homeland", "warfare against partisans in Byelorxissia, and mass 
murders". All of the eaid were made POW by Russians towards the end 
of the World War II and it seems that they had already served their 
terns in Siberia. Three among them had been regular arfl^y offioera in 
the old Latvian Army and they got the severest punishments. It appears 
from the prosecutor's and the chief Justice's speeches that this, trial 
should serve ae a sharp warning to all reveru^ers and war mongera- 
war orimlnals who managed to stay free". Also it was evident from

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hops that the old tiaes will come back again, i.e. Latvia will be free 
and independent. 

Five of the accused were sentenced to death penalty but the remain- 
ing four were given IS-years' '' deprivation of Freedom ” sentences. 
Similar trials and almost simultaneously, too, took pftice in Tallinn, 
Estonia and Vilnius, Lithuania. Two of the accused were sentenced to 
death la Tallinn and the same penalty was given to three persona in 
Vilnius. It should he noted that dihrlnd the Tallinn trial which took 
place prior to the Higa trial, the Russians tried to extradite some 
pessons from England and Australia, but both of the said countries 
refused to do so referring to the Illegality of Sstnia's incorporation 
into the Soviet Union. On May 31st Radio Riga announced that death 
sentences have been carried out to five Latvians, former members of 
Latvian Army and Latvian Legion who were sentenced during the trial 
that took place in Riga from March 9th to April 13th. Radio Riga also 
mentioned that the Supreme Soviet of Latvian SSR /which is nothing 
else but a puppet parliament / declined the appeals submitted by the 
accused. This murdering of former Latvian soldiers is a new barbaric 
get perpetrated by the occupants and belonging to the long chain of 
crimes which wat begun by the Soviets when they in. 194-1 murdered some 
Latvian frontier guards, and which has not yet been interrupted after 
21years of slaughtering of Latvian people. The Riga trial was the usual 
communist thoBtre performance when peoples accused of crimes never co- 
mmited bji them ere also denied the legal right of a defence eouncel. 
.Sioniet literatuie f chidden in Latvia . 

During the month of Kay the Israeli bee'ietball team was visiting 
in Riga whose trainer Mr.N.Cagan had once been a citisen of Latvia. 
Uembers of the said team did spread amoi^ Latvian (Tews some Zionist li« 
tereturein Russian language and: for that the Soviet papers did severly 
cen sure the Israeli bakstball players and called them Western, spies. 
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"SouTKeols Nationalists'' blamed and attacked again. 



On R!ay 23rd, the Radio Riga attacked again Latvian, "bourgeois natlo- 
nallats". The contents were a feature by a certain cooTiido Sendrlks . 
Director of the ^roup of lectors of the Central Comm, of the Latvian 
Coauriunist Party, in which he was trying to expose the "bestial nature" 
of the bourgeois nationalists, their "subservience to /.merioan imperla* 
lists", etc. The broadcast also made a statement that nationalism 
/ dating from the era of the independent Latvia/ is still existing in
